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PURPOSE: To miniaturize a device and to facilitate an operation thereof, by con- 
stituting a heating chamber such that it inclines so that the rear part has a 
lower height than the front part. 

CONSTITUTION: A heating chamber 12 is of a structure in which an upper wall 
surface 14 has a cur\*ed part at the center and an inclining part at the front so 
that the front (door side) is higher and the rear is lower. An oscillating part 
consisting of a magnetron IS and a wave-guide tube 16 is mounted to the rear of 
the upper wall surface 14 of the heatinc chamber 12. An electromagnetic wave 
ijsci Hated from an antenna 17 of the magnetron 15 passes throuch the wave- 
K'uide tube 16. and the interior of the heating chamber 12 is irradiated with the 
wnve thrnuvrh an opening 18. Power source components, such as a power source 
tr;in.siormer 20. a fan motor 21 tor cooling the magnetron 15. are installed to the 
upper wall i^urface 14. The pan. being lower, of the heating chamber 12 has a 
sufficient height h* to allow housing uf an object 22 to be heated having a 
hei.irht h;. and the heating chamber is subtantiaily reduced in a volume. For ex- 
ample, in c:tse a heater is inc(jrprated in the heating chamber to perform a heat- 
ing of a heater, this constitution improves a heat efficiency as a result of the 
reduction' in a volume, and enables to perform an effective heating.
